periment station has made a discovery

spraying fruit trees and has proved 
more deadly to all insects affecting 
trees and plants than the liquid sprays 
now in use.

sects that Dr. Bird began looking for 
something that would be superior to 
the present method of spraying. Tim 
result of the investigation is a. very 
fine powder, which contain1' copper in 
the same form that occurs in the liquid 
mixture. The spraying of fruit trees 
and vines lias become a necessity 
among commercial fruitgrowers. The 
liquid mixture hitherto has given the 
best results.

The archbishop believes that Cardi- 


nal Rampolla is persona lion grata to 
the sacred college because of bis pro- 
French services during the expulsion 
of the religious orders from France. 


"There is no doubt," said tbe arch- 


bishop, "that France would be mightily 
pleased to see Rampolla elevated to tbe 
pap.icy, but for that very reason it is 
not likely that he will secure the elec- 
tion. 


"Cardinal Rampolla as secretary of 


state has, of course, had to deal with 
many delicate state problems affecting 
national policies of the great powers of 
the continent, such as Spain, France, 
Germany and Italy. In that capacity' 
he lias probably incurred the displeas- 
ure in some degree of one or two of 
the powers. 


"For tbe reason that France would 


be most pleased at the elevation of 
Rampolla Germany and Austria would 
be opposed to him. The emperor of 
Germany Is one of the shrewdest dip- 
lomats of the continent, and it is not 
doubted that be would like to secure 
the friendship of the Vatican to tbe 
extent, in fact, of securing permission 
to Catholic missionaries in the Ottoman 
empire and other eastern countncs. 


"It would be of great assistance to 


the German government to have the 
supnort of Rome in the protection of 
the Catholic missionaries in the east. 
In that event Germany could send sol- 
diers with her missionaries to protect 
them and would secure diplomatic and 
valunbl^ footholds. 


"Cardinal Gotti, one of the promi- 


nent and most likely candidates for the 
papacy, would be very acceptable to 
Germany. He is a wonderfully equip- 
ped ninn for the place too. Gotti has 
won his way to the eminent position he I 
occupies by merited services. He is a j 
profound scholar, knows the world! 
well and is large in his sympathies and j 
of a ^o kindij nature. He would un-, 
doubtedly evince a fine knowledge of i 
statecraft If elevated to the papacy 
and would be especially pleasing to 
Germany and Austria.

Wants to Learn the Effects of Tobacco 


On the Human System—His 


' Experiments. 


The 
Tjnited 
States 
government, 


through Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, ciiief 
chemist of the agricultural department, 
Will investigate the effect of tobacco on 
the human system, says a Washington 
special to the New York World. 


Dr. Wiley will make these experi- 


ments carefully and thoroughly. He 
will not begin them until he has con- 
cluded his examination of adulterated 
food products. He will probably utilize 
the same class that, has for several 
weeks been fed on food containing 
boric acid, and that beginning Oct 1 
will experiment with salicylic acid. 


When Dr. Wiley begins,with tobacco 


his inquiry will be pursued along the 
same lines as in the case of food prod- 
ucts. He will take pure tobacco in va- 
rious forms, smoking and chewing, and 
see what effect its use has upon the 
consumer when taken in small quanti- 
ties and larger quantities. He will 
then take up the adulterated tobacco 
or flavored tobacco and ascertain by 
experiments what effect it has .upon 
the system. 


Dr. Wiley lias not decided whether 


he will use foreign or-domestic tobac- 
co. It is Dr. Wiley's intention to take 
men who are regular smokers and as- 
certain their physical condition as to 
their heart action, breathing and diges- 
tion while continuing the uge of tobac- 
co under normal conditions and to have 
them suddenly cease its use. The ef- 
fect of such stoppage will be carefully 
noted, and Dr. Wiley expects to be able 
to report upon the benefits or injuries 
in the sudden change of the habits of 
smokers and chewers. 


After the effects of the prolonged use 


of tobacco have been eradlcatx-d from 
the system it is proposed that the sub- 
jects of experiment shall recommence 
the w?e of tobacco, beginning in small 
quantities, which will be gradually in- 
creased until they are lining as much 
or more than when the experiments 
first began.
